Heritage 
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Celebrating Bond Head’s 175th 


The Hamlet of Bond Head in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, home 
to Sir William Osier, has another 
famous citizen. 

Sir William Mulock (1843-1944) 
was bom in Bond Head, where his 
father practised medicine. Mulock 
graduated from the University of 
Toronto in 1863, and was called to 
the Bar in 1867. 

He was elected to the Canadian 
House of Commons as a Liberal 
Member of Parliament, serving 
from 1882 to 1905. In 1896, he was 
appointed Postmaster General, by 
Prime Minister Sir Wilfrid Laurier. In 
that role, he was responsible for the 
adoption of penny postage within the 
British Empire. 

He did more: In 1900, Mulock 
established a new Department 
of Labour, with William Lyon 
Mackenzie King as his Deputy 
Minister - and he played a crucial 
role in the final agreement for a 
transpacific cable linking Canada 
to Australia and New Zealand, 
and Marconi’s trans-Atlantic 
radio link from North America 
to Europe. In 1905, he chaired 


the parliamentary inquiry into 
telephones that led to regulation 
of Canadian telecommunications 
sector, and participated in the 
negotiations that led to the creation 
of the new provinces, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 

From 1905 to 1923, he served as 
Chief Justice of the Exchequer of 
the Supreme Court of Ontario, then 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
- a position he held until 1936. He 
was acting Lieutenant Governor of 
Ontario in 1931-32. 

Mulock was involved in the 
founding of the Toronto-Dominion 
Bank, Toronto Star, Toronto Wellesley 
Hospital. Knighted in 1902, a lawyer, 
businessman, farmer, politician, 
judge and philanthropist, he was 
known as "The Grand Old Man of 
Canada.”
